This property, however, wns deeded to 
Fanny Bridges, wife of the defendant, 
acd as Alexander says, for the purpose of 
defrauding him out of bis just claim of 
$803> 
He asks that all of these deeds be 


sot aside and tbe property be sold in or- 
der that be may get his money unless 
Bridges shall in tbo meantime come to 
the front an pay the indebtedness.

Tbe town of Maron was last nigbt vls- 


ted by burglars. Several bouses were 
entered but tbe robbers did not succeed in 
making a vary big haul. The blood- 
hounds were called to Maron this morn- 
ng to traok tbe thieves, 


Three of tbe residence entered were 


within a block of each other. 
The burg- 


:ara did tbelr work some time between 
midnight nnd 3 o'clock tbis morning. 
The first house entered was that of J. 
Stoutenborough. Two pairs of tronsars 
and some other clothing were taken into 
bo yard and the pockets rifled. Somo 
uoney was secured. At the residence of 
Tohn HiH the burgl«s took Mrs. Hill's 
watch and some money. The residence 
of John (Jonover was also entered and in 
ibout the same manner ns tbo others. 
Tho semen in the dining morn window 
was taken out and as tbe window was 
>pen tbe burglars bad no trouble in reach- 
ng the bed rooms where they gathered 
)p what clothing they could find and took 
t in tba yard. They succeeded In getting 
seveial dollars. 
Several other residences 


,n tbe town were enteieu, 


Tbe burlgars evidently wanted nothing 


but money or valuables. Tbe clothing 
hey took from eaab bouse they left In the 
yards after they bad gone through tbe 
pockets. At Mr. Conover's house they 
went through tbe cupboards and helped 
thduaselvee to something to eat. 


Tbe burglars were heard in several of 


the bouses they entered, bnt In eaab ease 
they had made their escape before anyone 
saw them. It Is supposed that all of tbe 
bouses were robbed by the samo men and 
it is thought chat there were two of them. 
There have been a number of tramps lay- 
Ing around the town for several day and 
they are now looked upon with ssnpioion. 


When it was found that the burglars 


bad made so many visits it was decided to 
have the bloodhounds to hunt trteu) 
down. A message was sent to Decatur 
and Deputy Coroner Boy Bendure and 
Israel Florey left at noon for Maroa with 
the dogs Rattler and Topsy. The hounds 
will be put on tbe trail tblsafternoou and 
an effort made to capture tbe thieves. 


WOOLINGTON AT THE BAR. 


The Hlckmtra Alurcler Trial Now lip at 


Moutlcello. 


The trial of Lloyd Kincaid, Fred Fales 


and Otho Woollngton for tbe murder of 
Thompson Bickman, was begun at Mon- 
tloello yesterday. On the night of June 
23, 1893, a Wabash train passing through 
town ran over the body of a man lying 
upon tbe traok. The man proved to be 
Hlekman, a young farmer living near 
town. Tbe trainmen contended be was 
dead before tbe train struck him, and tbe 
fact that his revoler, watch acd some 
money were missing, and that a hole, ap- 
parently made by a bullet, was found in 
his neck, gave color to tbe theory that he 
bad been murdered and the body placed 
on tbe track. 


A year ago Eickman's watch and revol- 


ver were found buried near the spot. 
In 


the same package was a revolver that has 
been 
identified 
ns Woollngton's. 
The 


next chapter was furnished by n woman 
deserted by Tales, who furnished the evi- 
dence that sent him to the penitentiary 
last year, nud bas since given evidence of 
his connection with the Hlekman tragedy. 
The third and most sensational comes 
through tho medium of letters writteu by 
Kincnid to the girl who afterward became 
his wife, and to whom Hicliiuan was also 
dBvoted at the time. 
In them Kinoald 


makes throats against Hlekman, nud they 
tend to shuw he had^ soino connection 
with the affair.

DIPHTHERIA AT BOODY. 


The Injunction Proceedings. 


Judge Jackson of tbe United States 


court for tbo district of West Virginia hoi 
made the Injunction against Eugeno V. 
Debs and others perpetual. 
In the course 


of his remarks in touching this decision 
Judge Jackson said that if a like ease 
woro presented to him now he would 
make tho same kind of an order be bod 
made at Parkersburg, whore tbe tempo 
rary injunction was issued recently. Con 
tinning be eald: 


"Therehave boon some public strlctuies 


that I know are due to the faot that tbe 
order made in tboso cases was not under- 
stood, This decision Is founded on good 
law, good morals, and justice. Near 900 
years ago courts of equity In England is- 
sued restraining orders to protect tbe oltl 
7,en In his right of property. There Is no 
reason why tbo rights of property owners 
should not be protected by the courts. 
These owners Invested largo sums of in on 
ey In'tholr plant nt Monongab, and the 
bill for Injunction alleged tbe defendants 
wore about to do things that would lesson 
the value of tbe property and possibly do 
stray It, The law Is that where nn injury 
Is threatened to which tbe law affords no 
adequate remedy, then tbe oouit of equity 
Interferes to prevent tbe Injury, and this 
la snob a oa»e. The Injunction abridged 
no right of the miners, did not Interfere 
with tbe right of freo speech, and was a 
carefully prepared and well considered 
order. ( 


I Instructed my officers, In taking 


that Injunction to servo it to stand bo- 
bind It like the soldier behind the fortiess, 
but to keep within the linea ot the In- 
junction and not to extend or step beyond 
It, and te do nothing excepting exactly 
tbnt which was required.

had been drinking en Thursday, This 
statement Vaughn emphatically denies 
and states that he can prove that be was 
not intoxicated at any time.

for his appearance for preliminary trial 
on tbe charge of assault wblob bud been 
made in due form this morning by Mrs. 
Vaughn before she had her interview 
with her husband at tbe jail. It ia un 
derstood tbat there will be no proseou 
tion when tbe oise comes to trial. Then 
the matter will probably be dismissed and 
the bondsmen released.

'That the sheriff of any county In the 


state if in bis judgment tbe preservation 
of peace and tbe good order ot society re 
quire It, may summon and enroll any 
nunber of special deputies wblob In his 
judgment tbe exigencies of tbe case re- 
quire, and such deputies shall be subject 
to bis orders and shall have all tbe powers 
ot deputy sheriffs until discharged or os 
oused from duty. 


"In all oases when he is satisfied of tbo 


necessity he may arm the tnrceof deputies 
and tbe oounty shall pay all necessary ex 
ponFoe thereof, aa well as for the snbsls 
tence of snob special deputies while on 
duty and all expenses Inonrred by them 
while In the performance of tbe duty for 
which they were summoned. 


"Deputies no appointed shall be paid at 


tho rate of $3 a day for tbe time actually 
employed and the oounty board shall 
make provision for the payment of the 
same."
